Cancel Claim 8. 

4. Currently, claim 1 is amended, claims 3 and 4 are canceled, new claim 8 is 
canceled by Examiner's amendment, and claims 1, 2 and 5-7 are pending. 

5. Pending claims 1 , 2 and 5-7 are allowed. 

Reason for allowance 

6. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The closest 
art Galleguillos et al. (US 6,361 ,768 B1 ) teaches an ampholytic copolymer having at least 
one anionic functional group and at least one cationic functional group, wherein the 
copolymer has a glass transition temperature of above 50 degree C, and is in a form of a 
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fine powder with submicron particle size. The copolymer can be used for paper coating. 
However, Galleguillos does not teach the claimed at least one ink receiving layer 
containing organic particle of the copolymer because the organic particles of Galleguillos 
dissolve with water upon use, (i.e. the coated paper cannot have the copolymer in 
particles form), and this is because of the presence of the non-ionic hydrophilic monomer 
in the organic particle, wherein the presence of the non-ionic hydrophilic monomer in the 
organic particle is required for the invention of Galleguillos.
